TO DE WITT CLINTON, EsQ. 
Sir, April 6, 1804. 

THE warmeft admirers of a republican government 
mutt confefs, that, though far fuperior in general 
excellence to any other inftitution of fociety, which 
the wifdom of man has yet devifed, yet even in its 
pureft exercife, (fuch is the incurable depravity of 
our nature) it is attended with abufes, which in a 
great meafure impede its operation, and counteract 
its effe€&ts; and which if fuffered to grow and increafe 
withont empofyge, matt ually -orrupt its principles 
and pervert it from its end. Each form of govere: 
ment, we are told, hus its peculiar advantages; the 
meaiures of a monarchy are prompt and energetic, 
thofe of an ariftocracy wifely and deliberately plan- 
ned, and thofe of a popular government always ho- 
neftly intended: but the energy of monarchy is the 
tyranny of oppreflion; the wifdom of ariftocracy the 
arts of treachery; and even the honeft intentions of 
the people muft frequently be fruftrated by the bafe- 
nefs of thofe whom they honor with sheir confidence 
and whom they inveft with their powers. Why 
fhould we deny the fa?) By uniuft arts at once to 
acquire and deceive the confidence of the pecple, is a 
tafk that by no means demands fuperior talents. 
The confcioufnefs of their own fincerity renders them 
flow to fufpe& the profeffions of others; where the 
delufion is but momentary, the evils that avife from it 
are neceffarily of fhort continuance; the influence of 
one demagogue is foon deflroyed by annthes+ DY 
thefe facceilive Cefeats, the eyes of the people ars at 

length opened, and the whale body expofed to the 
public hatred and deriiion. But alarming indeed is 
the condition of that country, where all thofe whole 
jnterefted or ambitious views fead them to contider 
the happiiefs of the people, as no obitacle to the ac- 
complifhment of their pernicious detigns, fenfible of 
their individual weakaels, unite in one body, and 
form a grand con{piracy againit the virtuous and pa- 
triotic portion of the community. Without claim- 
ing the gift of prophecy, we may venture to predict, 
thet unlefs fuch a coafpiracy be, in its very commence- 
ment, detested and diffolved, the liberties of the peo- 
ple will foon be forgotten in the tumultuous horrors 
of anarchy, or the fatal tranquility of defpot:im. 
The licentioufnefs of the prefs, foon deftroys its !i- 
berty, aud an affected zeal for principles fanétifies all 
the aberrations of practice; men of virtue and prin- 
ciple retire with. difyuit and contempt from a country | 
which knows aot how to appreciate their merits, or 
to avail herfelf cf their talents. 

Of a letter addreffed to you, Sir, thefe remarks 
may appear tofome a fingular introduction: but you 
have already felt their peculiar propriety, and have 
already made the application. It is painful for me 
to proceed: I would willingly fpare your feelings ; 
but there exifts an imperious necefiity, that the people 
of this ftate fhould no longer remain ignorant of your 
defigns and character; and whilft you, Sir, contem- 
plate the piCture which I intend to draw, and recog- 
nize the refemblance, if you are not as callous to 
remorfe as you are loit to all fenfe of rectitude, and 
dead to all the milder feelings of humanity, in the 
agony of felf-deteftation you will curfe even the 
bounties of natare, you will régard with horror even 
the light of the fun, and the gift of exiftence. 

‘Phe general voice of the public will juftify me in 
confidermg you as the author and inftigator of the 
calumnies againft Mr. Burr. Even before the inun- 
dation of -bufe which was poured trom the columns 
of the Citizen, all your prudence. was tofuffictent to 
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Y would not willingly detract from the merit of your 
allies and coadjutors—I would not touch the honors 
of the houfe of Livingfton, a houfe that has embodied 
and animated every imaginable form of vice, and of 
which the members feem to rife in regular gradations 
of iniquity; from the petty villain who contents him- 
felf with ruining his neighbor, to the daring traitor 
who attempts the liberties of his country. But in 
the formation and execution of the plan, to deftro 
the reputation of Mr. Burr, and-to render him fuf- 
pected and hateful to a people who had hitherto 
trufted to his integrity, with implicit confidence, 
there was fomething, Sir, which at once declared its 
author. [t was e plan which all allow you alone 
could have the depravity te form, or the audacity to 
execute. 

‘he envy of fuperior talents I may fafely affign as 
the original caufe of your enmity to Mr. Burr. 
This, Sir, is a paffion whichis always found to rage 
with pecultar virulence in minds like yours ;—minds 
in which the ambition of becoming eminent, is ftrange- 
ly connected with the impotence that nature meant 
for obfcurity. You faw that Mr. Burr, by his pro- 
found knowledge of the law, and his rare talents of 
eloquence, had raifed himfelf to the firft rank in his 
profeffion; you faw that by his inflexible integrity 
and his undeviating patriotifm, he had fecured the 
confidence of his country; thefe things, Sir, you 
faw, and yeu fickened at the fight. ‘The example 
of his fuccefs, usftead of infpiring you with a noble 
emulation to imitate his virtues, ferved only to excite 
in your soon ee <nd degrading emotions of 
PP Reta cor Bees. am Tertrnnned to deftroy the 
rép utation which you cour ee S72 ae 

That overbearing and incautious violence ‘which 
has fince marked your aétioas, had not then difplay- 
ed itfelf. Your experience too of markind was at 
that time limited, and you could not reafonably hope 
to find a man to whofe congenial feelings you might 
entruft your wrongs, and whofe counfels might affift 
you to complete the ruin which you meditated. You 
were yet a novice in political life, and the reputation 
of Mr. Burr feemed fo firmly eftablifhed, that the at- 
tempt to fhake it might have appeared defperate and 
vain, even to an audacity fuperior to yourown. But 
an event foon happened, which was deftined to call 
into pernicious action, thofe dark defigns over which 
you had fo long been brooding ig fecrecy and 
filence. 

A meoft beneficial change took place in the public 
opinion. ‘Ihe inconfiftent adminiftration of Mr. A- 
dams, had completely deftroyed the influence of the 
federal party, and for ever difcredited their pretenfions. 
By the almoft unanimous voice of the nation, Mr. 
Jefferfon was called to the prefidential chair. The 
vice-prefident was of courfe to be taken from the 
northern ftates, and as the merits of Mr. Burr were 
judged moft likely to unite the fuffrages of ‘he peo- 
ple, his claims were preferred to thofe of Governor 
Clinton. Your rage knew no bounds, and whilft 
writhing under the firft pangs of difappointment, you 
again vowed the deftruction of Mr. Burr. 

Your choice of the inftrument, to effeCtuate this 
virtuous intention, does equal honor to the excellence 
of your heart, and the foundnefs of your judgment. 
A felon, who had with difficulty efcaped from the 
juftice of his country, a wretch, who, by his indif- 
criminate attacks on charafter, had long fince ren- 
dered himfelf odious to the’virtueus of all parties, 
was chofen, to impeach the motives, to blacken the 
morals, and of courfe to deftroy the popularity and 
influence of the fecond magiftrate of the union. I 
{poke of your choice of this man, fir, as proceeding 
from your judgment, but perhapsit was the effect ot

The accufations of your hireling, were treated by 
Mr. Burr with the moft contemptuous negle@. Did 
it {uit his dignity, or could he conceive it neceflary, 
to repiy to fuch charges, and advanced by fuch a 
man? Nor did they produce thofe effe€ts on the fenti- 
ments cf the people, which you had fo fondly and 
fo confidently expe@ed. Indignation indeed, at the 
fhamelefs audacity of your imported friend, feemed 
at this period, to be the prevailing fentiment; for a 
while, you judged it proper to intermit the attack. 

_ The interval was employed to firenghten your al- 
hance with the refpeable family of Livingfton’s; an 
alliance under the oppreflion of which this tate has 
long groaned, and which now feems to threaten the 
utter proftration of its liberties. Previous to this 
period, there had not exifted much cordiality between 
the two families. Towards your new allies, your 
venerable uncle was known to entertain no other fen- 
timents, than thofe of deteftation and contempt. 
You had hitherto fhewn fome regard to his feelings, 
and had paid fome deference to his opinions, but the 
exigency of the moment you conceived wouid juttify 
the facrifice. On the other part, the hatred of the 
Livingitons was not lefs fincere; with that arrogance 
ef fentiment, which has always ftruck me, as the 
moft marked charatteriftic of the family, they had 
openly and boldly declared, that to whatever party 
they might find it convenient to attach themfelves, 
they never would unite their interefts to thofe of the 
Clintons: but you, fir, well underflood their cha- 
to whom their 
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fers which you held out, the fhare of the plunder, 
which your promifed, were temptations too powerful 
to be reiifted; and nobly difcarding all their preju- 
dices, with eager tranfport, they rufhed into your 
arms. 

The attack on Mr. Burr was naw renewed with 
encreafed vigour. This fecond accufation was far 
more artful than the firft, andindeed, was admirably 
calculated to alienate the affections of the people 
from their former favorite. The effect of the coun- 
fels of your new aflociates was here vifible, the charge 
indeed, though its truth were admitted, involved no 
moral or political turpitude; but it was the intention 
of the people, that Mr. Jefferfon fhould be elected 
their prefident, and he who attempted to contradi& 
their defires was forever ruined in their elteem.* 

Mr. Burr was ftill filent; during the election he 
had publicly difclaimcd all compctition with Mr. 
Jefforfon ; he had remonftrated with thofe of his 
friends who were inclined to give him their exclu- 
five f{upport, and had affured them, that he could ne- 
ver fubmit to the indignity of filling an office, to 
which he was not called by the clear and une- 
quivocal wifhes of the people. Thefe fas were 
known to his friends, and | will venture to fay, they 
were known even to you, fir; but of thefe facts, the 
people at large were as yet ignorant, and the circum- 
ftances of the time gave fome colour of probability 
to the accufation, which you had fo ingenioufly in- 
vented. 


** As the votes for Mr. Jeferfon and’ Mr. Burr were equal, 
the right of electien of courfe devolved on the houfe of repre- 
{entatives, and this right they were bound to exercife agreca- 
bly to their own judgment. By their votes, the people had 
declared them equalty poffeffed of their confidence, apd the. 
houfe of reprefentatives was now to decide whofe merits 
fhould finally preponderate. ‘To their decifivn, by the contti- 
tution ef our country, every citizen is obliged to fubmit, yt 
the Virginians have been frequently beard tu declare, that 
had their choice fallen on Mr. Burr, the confequence mut 
have been ACIViL, WAR. Lex the pcopis of this itate re- 
tle&t on thie. 
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The popularity of Mr. Burr now rapidly declined ;. 
the filence, which proceeded from a dignified con- 
{cioufnefs of innocence, was perverfely conftrued in- 
to a confeflion of guilt. About this period lamenting 
the miftake, though not condemning the injuftice of 
his country, Mr. Burr had probably determined 104 
retire forever from public life, but to this determina- 
tion his friends could not fubmit, they perceived that 
the fituation of the {tate demanded the inftant exer- 
tion of his talents, and his patriotifm : They felt that 
the motives, which had hitherto reftrained them, 
were no longer of any force, and they at length re- 
folved to unmafk and proftrate the faCtion, which 
had fo long triumphed in the infolent exultation of 
fuccefs. One of thefe gentlemen, whofe talents and 
information, (as is evident from the work) peculiarly 
qualified: him for the tafk, undertook the vindication 
of his injured friend : The pamphlet ef Ariftides ap- 
peared, and the accufation againft Mr. Burr vanifhed 
into air. The people acknowledge they have been 
deceived, and are determined to .do juitice to the 
man, whom you, fir, in your pious regard for their 
welfare, had fingled out for deftru@tion. I will not 
pretend to defcribe your feelings upon the appear- 
ance of this pamphlet ; I wili not attempt to point. 
out the horror and difmay that were feated on your. 
countenance. This, fir, was the proper moment for 
repentance, had you confeffed your guilt, and pub- 
licly implored the pardon of the man, whom you had 
{o bafely attempted to injure, you would not, indeed, 
have received the confidence of the people, but you 
would certainly have efcaped the punifhment, which 
I fear, their indignation will .foon render inevitable. 

Befides the gratification of private enmity you had 
a further object in the perfecution of Mr. Burr. 
You well know: that if you could fucceed in deftroy- 
ing his influence en the minds of his fellow-citizens, 
you would have removed a principal obftacle to the 
accomplifhment of your ambitious defigns. When 
the vindication of Mr. Burr appeared, and the aceu- 
fations againft him were fhewn to be entirely ground- 
lefs,:defpair for a while benumbed all your faculties: 
but it is an obfervation of moralifts, that he who has 
once pafisd the boundtafey atta Pour example, Str, 
furnifhed an additional proof of its juftice. Your 
propenfity to mifchief foon revived, and again throw- 
ing off the mafk, you proceeded from an injury on 
the honor of a-citizen, toa direct vielation of the 
fanétity of the conftitution. 

I know not, Sir, in what terms to characterize the 
late proceedings of your faction with refpeét to the 
Merchants’ Bank: they are as violent as they are ill- 
conceived; and as injurious to the interefts of the 
community, as they are manifeftly in contradiction 
to the laws of your country. But, Sir, the fufpi- 
cions of the people are now aroufed, and fufpicion 
will infallibly terminate in a conviction of the truth. 
F.ven your own partizans begin to rebel; and, with 
the velocity of contagion, difaffeCtion and difcontent 
fpread through the ranks. Already Brockholf be- 

ins to murmur; the Chief Juftice himfelf trembles; 
and the worthy prefident of the Manhattan Company 
again profeffes his regard for the talents and inte- 
grity of Mr. Burr. 

Amongtft republicans, thofe differences of opinion, 
which divide the citizens into parties, chiefly arife 
as to the manner of adminiftering the government. 
A fpirit of the moft narrow and intolerant bigotry 
muft aG@uate him, who can for a moment hefitate to 
admit, that there are men of all parties, who equally 
intend the good of their country, and who are equally 
attached to its eftablifhed conftitution. When this 
conititution itfelf is not endangered, and the fole 
conteft refpeéts the choice of our rulers, it may be 

roper and laudable, to refufe all political affociation 
with thofe whofe principles are oppofed to our own. 
But that there are times when the common and uni- 
verfal danger demands the facrifice of thefe flighter 
differences of opinion, to the care of the general 
fafety, it were abfurd or criminal to deny. And if 
there can exift a crifis in the affairs of a nation, which 
renders indifpenfable the union of all honeft men, and 
real friends to their country, without diftinGion of 
parties, that crifis is the prefent. The ariftocratic 
faction is indeed terrified, but by no means defeated; 





and if we be not faved by the proinpt, the unremitted, |

and the united exertions of all who Geteft tyranny, 
and love their country, they muf finally be triumph- 
ant. Let thofe who can reconcile their minds to 
fuch an event, remaia in active: I, at_leaft, fhall 
have fecured to myfelf the confolation of having 
performed my duty. , 

Through the gloom and darknefs which lower o’er 
the political hemifphere, it may be poffible for men 


of extenfive views, or lively fancies, to difcern, or | 
imagine, a brighter heaven and a more falubrious 


fky; but whilft their minds are wrapt in this forced, 
elevation, the darknefs redoubles, the fform burfts 
o’er their devoted heads, facrifices all in its indifcrimi- 
nating fury, involves and oppreffes us all in one com- 
mon ruin. The wifhes, or the endeavors of man 
cannot alter the eftablifhed courfe of nature: but the 
darknefs of which I fpeak, as it has been raifed by 
the machinations of the wicked, fo may it be difpel- 
led by the exertions of the virtuous. Whilft the 
colle€ting clouds, not yet fully charged with the 
materials of havock and deftruétion, are ftill floating 
in mid-air, by a.judicious mixture of wifdom and for- 
titude, it is here poffible

The interefting events which have lately been 
prefented to the attention of the community, I truft 
will futhiciently explain and juftify the delay of the 
prefent publication. The various complexions which 
the contelt between Mr. Burr and his enemies, has 
alumed, demand the difpaflionate confideration of 
the country. The teftimony which is daily furnifh- 
ed, of the malevolent intentions of the faction, which 


has affailed the reputation of thé vice-prefident, 1s 
iapidly Us vel ylisy, bc Liiiamy Vf tlm Cundadd- 


If while I attempt with calmnefs, to elucidate the 
motives of thofe men, who are evidently endanger- 
ing the welfare of the country, they fhrink from an 
impartial ferutiny, and betray all the terrors of con- 
viction, with what firmnefs will they bear the pro- 
mulgation of bolder truths ? The facts I have hither- 
to advaneed, have not been controverited. It has 
not been attempted to explain or reconcile, the fen- 
‘iments and condu&t of Governor Clinton, and his 
connexions. The corrupt proceedings of the late 
Council of appointment, have not been defended ; 
and althoveh I thal frequently have occafion to ad- 
vert to the impropricty of their conduct and of thofe 
who wifh to dire& the politics of the ftate, I thal 
leave them for a moment, and proceed more imme- 
diately to confider the merits of the controverfy, 
which now agitates the repubtican party. 

At the late pretidential election, the beam was 
nearly poifed: the balance in the republican feale 
was {mall, and fo far as fubfequent elections can be 
deemied indications of the public mind, we have little 
or uo acceffion of ftrength to boait. We have to 
coatend with men, habituated to the enjoyment of 
power, end the exercife of public authority, poffef- 
fions fo flattering to the human mind, will be inde- 
fatigable in their endeavors to recover the ground 
they have loft. ‘The commanding voice of the peo- 
ple, has indeed, expelled them from that ground ; 
but while they are reluctantly retiring, like Achilles 
from the combat, they caft an indignant eye to- 
wards the minifters of this juit judgment, and are 
continually uttering denunciations againft thém. 
They have many men of talents and expenence a- 
mong them. They have many active partizans 
throughout the country, In jhort, this oppofing 
phalanx is compofed of formidable materials ; and, 
had it not been for the ravidity with which they 
advanced in their -areer of foly and impudenee ; 
had not a fatal diileniion arifen among themfelves ; 
had it not been for the jarring interelts of the red 
rofe, and the white, it is extremely problematical 
whether the people of this country would have been

able to reduce them, if at all, without one of thofe 
violent convulfions, which are fometimes nctgflary te 
reftore the political conftitution to health and vigor. 
They will, unqueftionably, profit by their experience; 
nor ought we, in the full tide of our profperity, 
wantonly to difregard circumftances, decifive of the 
fate of our adverfaries. We ought carefully to a- 
void thofe paths which led them to their ruin. 

The late attack upon the Vice-prefident, whatever 
may be the truth of the charges exhibited againft 
him, is peculiarly impolitic at the prefent moment. 
It was not to have be®& expected by any rational po- 
litician, that a man, who had, without the aid of 
family conne¢tions, hereditary right, or any other 
extrinfic caufes, acquired a reputation, envied indeed 
by his enemies, but admired by the world: who had 
long been eminent for his profeffional talents, as well 
as his generofity and benevolence; diftinguifhed as 
an able officer, and ftatefman, in fome of the moft 
elevated public ftations ; who new holds the fecond 
office under the government; and for whom there 
exifts in the community, not only a general prepof- 
feffion, but alfo a particular attachment of a nume- 
rous hoft of perfonal friends, not to be duped by a 
junto of malignant impofters: It could not have 
been expected, I fay, that fuch a man, who had 
been entinently: ufeful and important in producing 
the late revolugion of public fentiment, could be fa- 
crificed without a ftruggle, without a convulfion, 
that would fhake to its centre the magnifieent fabric 
we have lately reared. A furious political maniac, 
vain of bis own ftrength, buoyed up with falfe ideas 
of his own power, might indeed in imagination, drag 
fuch an antagonift to the alter of his fa€tion, and of- 
fer the victim to [js horrid deities: he might bring 
him to the guillotine, and after having fevered his 
head, he might with murderous hand, triumphantly 
expofe it to the furrounding croud, to gratify the 
curiofity of fome, and the hellifh appetite for blood 
of others. But thofe are vifionary fcenes. Fancy, 
ordinarily licentious in her fports, urged on by paf- 
fion, ftrays more widely {till from truth. When 
we endeavor to realize thofe {cenes, we are unde- 
ceived: and then elas, we find the impraéticahility 
vf sa-cutiuy fuch mad projects, and are filled with 
mortification and difappointment. A fchifm to fome 
extent or other, ought to be anticipated from a breach 
with Mr. Burr, and how far it will extend, is im- 
poffible to forefee ; it will at all events give hopes and 
confidence to our adverfaries, and in the fame pro- 
portion encreafe their ftrength, Whatever, there- 
fore, the fats may be, having attached every pof- 
fible degree of truth and importance to them, it 
would have been more judicious to have deferred a 
public inyeltigation until fome future period. We 
want time, harmony, and co-operation to confolidate 
our ftrength. No partial confiderations, no perfonal 
enmities fhould induce us to rifk the general welfare. 

It has with great effrontery been faid, that there 
is only a “ little band”’ in this city, who difapprove 
the conduct of the faétious calumniators who are af- 
failing Mr. Burr, who fteadily difregard the dictates 
of wifdom, and make war upon every virtuous prin- 
ciple. Bigots and enthufiafts can work themielves 
up to a belief of the moft ablurd propofitions ; .and 
the ambitious intriguer can, to the ignorant, throw 
an air of plaufibility over every thing that will favor 
his views. ‘Thus, it is pretended, that Col. Burr is 
weak, partly to juftify the attack, but principally in 
order to make him fo. And what man of common 
information who regarded delicacy or decency, would 
hazard fuch a declaration? Would any but Cheetham, 
Mr. Ofgood, Mr, Wortman, Mr. Clinton, or Mr. 
Riker have done it? Does not the knowledge of every 
real republican contradict the grofs affertion? Is not 
Mr. Burr efteemed by the independent republicans of 
this place—by men who difdain the controul of ei- 
ther of the afluming factions that endeavour to raife 
their monftrous heads among us? He is efteemed, 
and admired as the able propagator of found princi- 

ples; and a liberal enlightened people, knowing the 
value of thote priaciples, and. feeling a ftrong fenfe 
of juitice towards their patron, will not defert him 
at the call of every impudent reviler. They will not 
abandon him becaufe his merit, and his honors, ex- 
cite the envy ef a wretched banditti, who can only 





travel to unmerited office and preferment, over the 





ruins of his reputation. Never have any fet of mer 
committed fo grofs, fo flagrant a violation of all 
truth and decorum. Affociated for purpofes too 
wicked to be for a moment endured by the public 
eye, they have often met in dark divan, whence, 
after brooding over their mifchiefs until they fup- 
pofed them mature—unmindful of the fcrutinizing 
eye of the world, apparently ignorant of the ultimate 
force of truth, they have audacioufly attempted to 
impofe on the unfufpecting, their ill-begotten off- 
{pring; of hideous fhame indeed—detefted and de- 
feated however—miferably difappointed intheir hopes 


—configned by the general fentiment of honeft men, — 


to infamy and difgrace, they muit, by a life of peni- 
tence, make their peace with the world, for their 
violation of every principle of honor. 

The charges againft the vice-prefident will appear 
the more falfe, flanderous and malicious, as the de- 
velopement of this fubject progreffes.—One of the 
confpirators combined in the plot, and the leat inter- 
efted in it, has already, in a ityle of candor, and in- 
genuoufnefs, made his confeffion, and communicated 
to the world, facts and circumitances, conclufive with 
re{pe& to the motives and objects of the others. 
Additional evidence is daily unfolding their fecret 
defigns.— Had public fpirit, had patriotic or henor- 
able motives governed in the attack on Col. Burr, a 
different condu& would have been purfued, a better 
time, a more judicious would have been chofen. But 
the bofoms of his enemies, a€tuated wholly by felfith 
confiderations, felt no fuch motives. Envy, pride, 
and ambition, are the impure fountains from which 
the naufeous ftreams poured upon him, have flowed. 
I fhall afcend to thofe putrid fources, inveftigate the 
poifonous qualities they contain, the noxious foil in 
which they fpring, and caution the unwary citizen, 
who thirfts for political truth, againft the danger of 
imbibing the fatal draught. 

Whoever perufes The Narrative, as well as The 
View, mutt fee that they have originated in perfona! 
enmity. That they conftitute a premeditated at- 
tack, for which materials have been for fome time 
colleGting. An organized fyftem of perfecution, the 
violence and extravagance of which, defeat its own 
ends. Not a fingle virtue or good quality, not even 
the merit of ability is allowed Mr. Burr. Such are 
the genuine charatteriftics of {currilgus inveétive. 
Thofe who wield the inftruments of flander, fhould 
have known, that the refleCting part of the commu- 
nity were not to be influenced by affertions, impu- 
dent indeed, but notorioufly falfe. They look for 
evidence—nay, they will fufpe& the motives of thofe, 
who, unfupported by it, and in a ftrain of the vileft 
billingfgate abufe, calumniate a charater high in the 
public confidence.
